Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

In view of the Decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (Patent 
Interference No. 105,459; Decision Bd. R. 125), rendered on 02/27/2008, the instant 
pending claims are allowable. 

Claims 92, 93, 104 and 105 are allowed. 

The prior art does not teach or suggest the claimed isolated antibodies the cell 
cycle regulatory protein p16.
